Hon, Treasurer's Report:—From 
the audited accounts submitted, it 
will be noted that Income for 1931 
$6,201.84, slightly exeeeded 1930 by 
$28.36, whilst a detailed examina- 
tion of normal expenditure reveals 
a saving of $242.05 on 1980, As 
anticipated lant yaar, your Com- 
mittee were ugain faced with the 
problem of  oxtcirsively renewing 
the tennis courts. In 1930, Repairs 
and Maintenance, principally on 
courts cost $2, 3, but this: year 
it became imperative to spend even 
‘more, $3,820.95. Consequently the 
financial result, :14 disclosed hy the 
Account, was it loss of $1,193.06, 
compared with 4 loss in 19800 of 
$198,57, Moreover, uecumulated 
surpluses from past years $805.59, 
were not sufficient to meet this 
charge, xo thal the Club's commit- 
ments on December 31, 1931, ex- 
ceuded their assets by $387.47. 
Realising thal such a situation 
would develop, your Committee had 
to give notice last year that sub- 
scriptions would be raised for 1932, 
It is hoped that commencing with 
1932, sufficient income will be 
avuilable for the annual provision 
of a fund to meet heavy repair bills 
whenever they are incurred.

The bulk oil-carrying vessel— 
or the tanker as it is ‘more fami- 
liarly termed—conatitutes one of.

ROYAL MAIL GROUP. 


¢ London, Yesterday. 

A scheme for reorganisation, 
affecting several of the principal 
companies of the Royal Mail 
group, has been issued. The 
scheme, which aims at conserv- 
ing the interests of creditors 
and preventing the disintegra- 
gation of fleets, provides for the 
creation of two operating com- 
panics, namely, the Royal Mail 
Lines, Limited, comprising fifty- 
two vessels and the Elder Demps- 
ter Shipping Lines, comprising 
fifty-five ships. The purchase 
price for the transfer of the 
vessels ‘is to consist entirely of 
fully paid shares, In operating 
the Companies, a further mora- 
torium in respect of all debts, 
apart from trade liabilities, is to 
be arranged till 1984,—Reuter.
